December 24, 1839.

Sir : Pursuant to the eighth section of an act entitled “ An act for the 

relief of certain insolvent debtors of the United States,” approved March. 
2, 1831, making it my duty “ to report annually to Congress the names 
of the applicants under this act, and the nature and amount of the debt 
or debts due from each to the United States; and, also, the names of those 
who shall have obtained releases, together with the terms of compromise 
in each case,” I have the honor to transmit the accompanying report.
